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DETAILED ACTION 

CLAIMS PRESENTED 

Claims 3-18 are presented. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection . 

NEWLY CITED ART 

The art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The art disclosed general background. The art is taken from 
www.transnexus.com itself. As noted in ETSI (especially its section 4: Open settlement 
protocol architecture), OSP uses SSL and HTTP and message format in ways that 
would have been suggested by the relied prior art references. This is further noted in 
the Rejections Section of this Office Action. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 
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Claims 3-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Zimmerman and SSL. 

Regarding claim 3, Zimmerman and SSL teach as noted in the previous Office 

Action. 

Neither Zimmerman nor SSL (reference) are explicit about exchanging between 
a client device and a server. This was noted in page 9 of the Remarks section of the 
Amendment. Nevertheless, SSL is well known in the art to be used in such network 
environment for the motivation of secure communication of data 

Hence, it would have been obvious to those of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the claimed invention to modify Zimmerman and SSL (reference) for the motivation 
noted in the previous paragraphs so as to teach the claimed invention. 

The other claims (the other independent claims 7, 13) and the dependent claims 
(4-6, 8-12, 14-18) are rejected for the reasons noted in the previous Office Action and in 
the rejection of claim 3. As noted in the Remarks section of the Amendment, claims 7, 
1 3 are of similar scope as that of claim 3. As noted in the Remarks section, the 
dependent claims do not offer any new reasons for patentability. Indeed, this can be 
easily discerned from looking at the nature of the limitations.
